Your Hononrsm all jeruice, 
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are «ſpecially required, Order, 
Poyſe and Truth : yet for diners 
cauſes it hapneth that in many, 
one af theſe doth faile. 

For ſome haue written of 
times ſo anciently paſt, that no 
means areextant,either to 4ireEt 


or to corre them, Many of theſe liuing in CArileſſe 
ages, haue ſtuffed their Stories with moſt ſenſeleſſe fit ions; 
nothing better then country womens tales. Of this /ort was 
Hunibaldus, who falerth that the F rench tooke their arigt- 
nall fromFrancio a Trojan : and is followed in his ſotteries 
by Gregorieof T ours, Rheginus, Sigcbert, and diners > . 
thers of the ſame ſwite. After this example Geeftry of 
Munmonth.about 490 yeares ſince, atd firſt (as ſome af- 
firme) draw the originall of the Bricans from Brutus the 
T roian : forging ſuch races, names, reignes and paſſages of 
affaires, as may more eaſily be conuinced to be falſe,thenſup- 
lied with any certaine truth. Of the ſame ſtreine is \N 1t- 
tikind;whoby his counterfeit Sax0,hath arawen the Saxons 
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axd firſt Inhabitants of Germanic, from the olde Macedo- 
nzan Souldiers of Alcxander the great. $0 the Scots ſet 
©p Scota daughter 10 Pharao King of Egypt, for foun- 
areſſe of their Nation. Likewiſe the Iriſh hatched their 
Hibcrus, the Dances their Danus, the Brabants their Bra- 
bo, the Gothes their Gothus, as founders both of their 
Nation and name : 4 ſubiect wherein forgeries may range 
at large; becauſe the firſt times of Nations for the moſt part 
are, a5 very ſmall, ſo altogether obſcure. Of this ſort among 
the ancients were Herodotus, Diodorus Siculus, and 
T heopompus: iz whoſe Bookes Cicero ſaith, many idle 
wntruthes are found ; cuen ſo farre a5 the waine weine of 
the Grecians durſt aduenture to aduowe for truthes. In 
how many places ( ſaith Iolephus) i Hellanicus charged 
with falfities by Agelilaus, and by Ephorus ? they by Thi- - 
mzus? Timzus by many who followed ? Herodotus 
by all? 

Others haue written of Countries farre diſtant, either al- 
together unknowen, or by them nener ſcene ; who writt 
wpen oulpar reports, things either imazined, or a 
obſerued, are eaſily entangled with untruthes. Of this fault 
Eraioſthencs, Pols:donins and Patrocles the Geographer 
are branded by Suabo. Hence alſo aid riſe the fables of the 
Arimalpes, Gryphons, T roglodites, Amazons, Satyrs, 
Pigmies, and of their cruell warres with Cranes: of Natt- 
on: of men with dogs heads, with horſe feete, without heads, 
Without mouthes, with one ſoote wherewith they coner them- 

ſelues agamſt Sunand raine, and of diners other monſ{rous 
kinds of men, beaſts 7+ fowles, which now are diſcouered for 
wtopicall Aperies. With theſe may Stephanus && Arianus be 
toyned ; of whom the one writeth, that the French are a peo- 
Pleof Italic ; the other placeth the Germanes neere to the 
FE loaick 
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Tonick ſea. So Strabo choppeth , that the riuer Iſct 
. or Danowe, hath hu ſpring ncere to the Adriaticke 
ſea : and that the rivers Lapus and Vcrer, diſcharge 
themſelues into the river Enis , whereas the one runneth 
into the Rhine, the other intothe Ocean, So are Ta- 
citus, Marccllus,Oroſius, Blondus, 4 diuers places of 
Germanic much miſtaken. 114 ſo Sabxllicus,V ola- 
tcrrane, aud Conrade, doemuch confound the Alans 
and Almans ; the Hungarians aud Hunnes ; the 
Danes and the Dace ; Auſterane, and Auftrich ; pla- 
cing the mount Saint Otoly in Bauaria, and the Ri- 
phean mountaines in Polonia, or Mulcoumu, 
Others haue written of their owne countries and 
times : but theſe againe are of diners ſorts. For ſome 
tufie themſelues much in thoſe thinzs which the popular 
multitude doe appland : making wordie ( 1 cannot ſay 
worthy) reports of Beare-bailings, lanchme of ſhnrpes,. 
fleas, mice, owles , maskes, mayings, (Fc. And if they _ 
{peake of any publicke affaires, they diſcernenothing but 
the out-ſide : not vnlike to beggars, who trauerſe oner 
many Countries, from dore to dore, and touch as many 
faire buildings; but obſerue nothing either of the perſons, 
or furniture, or order within, Such Hiſlorians doe daily 
and duely attend certaine Kings in India : And what- 
ſoener they doe, whether eate , drinke , ſieeps , diſport, 
eaſe nature, retyre toany woman ; 1n 4 word, All, they 
barely wright downe, and nothing elſe. 
Some others better furniſhed with. tuagement., dot 
ſtranely biaſſe in their affections ; and that chiefly by two 
meanes, euitic and partiality, 


Of the firſt ſort are they who affetting to write 74. 
A ther 
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ther pleaſinoly then truely, dee enterlace many ieaſts, 
conceits, tales, and other pleaſung paſſages;euther omitting 
or defacing the ſolide truth. Of this fault Trebellius « 
reprooued by L1berian aud Vopiſcus, Tacitus by Ter- 
tallian ad Oroftus, Oroſius by Blondus. To theſe al- 
{oweemay adjoyne Danudes, Philoſtracus, Guidius, 
Crelias, Hecatzus, and diners others; whohane tranſ- 
formed the truth of many things into fabulous inuentions 
of their owne. 
\ . Of the ſecond ſort are they who vpon hate, feare, or 
| fauonr Fither to ſome perſons, or to their natine countrey, 
or to the religion which they profeſſe,or for ſome other par- 
tiall reſpect, doe write Panegyrickes or Inuett ines, rather 
thew Hiitories. So Saluſt writeth, that the acts of the 
G1zcians are much admired : not becauſe they exceede 
the Atchieuements of other men, but becauſe their wrt- 
ters hauing wit at will, did much enlarge them aboue the 
truth. Of this fault Blondus and Sabellicus are noted 
in their Hiſtories of Venice 3: Paulus /Amilius and Ga- 
euinc 1 their Hiſtories of France : and moſt otrers 
tn the Hiſtories of their owne Countries. Who extoll, 
depreſſe, depraue immoderately ; making things ſeeme 
not a5 they are, but as they would haue them ; no other- 
wiſe almoſt then Comedies and Tragediesare faſhioned by 
their Authours, 

Among it thoſe fewe who haue written with know- 
ledge, iudgement, and ſincerity, the Authour of this Hi- 
Forie worthy tobe ranged : who doubtleſſe was of end+ 
leſſe induſtry ; alwaies in action, either with his ſword, 
or with his penne. He was well knowento be a man, who 


both knew and durſt : his courage no leſſe free frominai/- 
erelion,

erction, then from feare. Tet bath hee wrote ſo modeſt- 
ly of himſelfe , that ſome may happelie ejteeme hins ra- 
ther a looker on, then a medler, in the hot medlies where- 
of he doth write : but his attributing [0 little to himſelfe, 
will make others attribute the more unto him. In wri- 
ting of other s hee expreſſeth a moſt generous diſpoſition 
neither forbearing the errours of his friends, nor forget-

Beſides, = 
they had a'great number of ſtrong Townes, innumera- 
ble treaſvre and riches; the ſcate of the moſt of their Pro- 
uinces being meruailous ſtrong by nuture, by realon of 
their greatriuersand ſreights, furniſhed plencilully with 
Arrtillcric, municion, and other neccſlaries for warres .. 
Allo tueirhbertics were ſuch,that no ſtranger might go+ 
uerne either chcir Prouinces, orany of cheir Townes, 
And this gricued the Spaniſh not a little, that ſuch baſe 
people as they eſteemed the Netherlangers to be , ſhould 
poſlefle peaceably ſuch a braue and rich Countric, and 
their King carric no other title than Duke, Count, and 
Lord ouer their ſenenteen Prouinces, Herevpon the king 
relolued to ſend his great Captaine Duke D Alzua with a 
mightie army, giuing him commilſsion to alter place and 
diſplace whome, and as many as plcaſed him, as well in 
their prouinces ingenerall, as in any particular Towne. 
Allo giuing him authority toexecute as many as pleaſed 
him, without reſpe& of perſons. This being diſcouc-. 
red vnto the Prince of Orange, from a Gentleman Bur- 
eundian ofthe Kings Chamber ( who was greater with 
one of the Kings Secretaries wiucs, than with her hu(- 
band) by reaſon of the Spaniſh long counlailes in their re» 
ſolutions, ircame in good time to the Prince,long before
